The ellict of 
It all was to ripen and strengthen 
and deepen a naturally sweet dispo¬ 
sition and. develop strong, abiding 
faith In God

Hereenteied February 14, 
1861 and served until the close of the 
war. lie was not only a brave soldier 
under the Immortal Jackson, blithe 
also enlisted as a Christian soldier 
and united with the M B. Church.

Kyle Gilbert "He enjoyed re 
llglon " He loved Ida church and at¬ 
tended all the services regu'arly.

R. IIIII received a very compliment¬ 
ary vote for minority leader. 

The Senate was In a deadlock over 
the presiding officer until Saturday 
Up to that time evgry ballot was a 
tlx 14 votes for Senator Coffman, of 
Clarksburg and 14 votes for our 
Senator Kidd, of Gilmer oonnty. On

1 1 will give you a few more Items 
for your readers who may wish to 
hear from the so-called "land of sun¬ 
shine." 

I have received alreadv a number 
of Inquiries from friends In Poca¬ 
hontas and will anawtr them through 
your paper. Farming here Is so 
different from our farming I cannot 
call It farming. It Is more like 
truoklng of gardening We call It a 
few .tans. This u all planted In 
vegetables, there la eome exoeptlona; 
larger acreage In watermelons, cucum¬ 
bers, etc. 1 find tbl most In truck 
farming. I have found no oorn and 
wheat as we grow In the Virginia*. 
I have not yet seen any timothy or 
clover In Florida, and this my fifth 
winter here. I have not seen the 
north-west of the state, as to wages 
the cheapest is about 93 00 per day 
from that up aa high as 910 0O a day 
for skilled labirera, auch aa brick 
laving, painting and carpenter work. 
Theee latter seem to be more In de¬ 
mand as every little town la trying to 
boom. I» Punts Gorda every fourth 
door la a realeatate office. Land la 
anywhere from 910 to 91,000 an acre, 
depends on the location, there Is 
thousands of acres here I would not 
accept aa a gift. We sure have the 
ollmete here, that la bringing Florida- 
to the front. Florida Is filled with 
tourists from every state which Is 
bringing In the capital. Millionaires 
Investing here Is putting things to 
the front. The pest week I see In all 
the papers north you ere having snow 
and zero or ten below. Hero It has 
been 80 to 78 In tbe shade to-day. 
The 6th has been 70 this gives you an 
Idea of what Florida la like and why 
I eome bare. I must ooodude here 
or I won't have anything for the 
next time.
